Prof. L. N. Mishra, Chairman, Management Committee also extended 
his welcome to everybody and asked for self introduction of members and special invitees 
present in the meeting. After the self introduction Prof. K. Dorasami, Principal explained about 
the functions of RIEs as well as N.C.E.R.T. Regional Institute of Education, Bhubaneswar, a 
constituent unit of National Council of Educational Research and Training (NCERT), New 
Delhi, an autonomous organization under the Department of Education, Ministry of Human 
Resource Development, Government of India, setup for bringing about qualitative 
improvement in School Education. At present, the Regional Institute of Education, 
Bhubaneswar offers the following in-service courses viz. 


i) 4 -Year B. Sc. B. Ed. 
ii) 2 -Year B. Ed. 

iii) 1-Year M. Ed. and 
iv) 1 -Year PGDGC

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Utkal University awards the degrees for the courses for B. Sc. B. Ed., B. Ed. and M. Ed. 
whereas the NCERT awards Diploma for PGDGC. After appraising about the functions of RIE, 
Prof. K. Dorasami, Principal, Regional Institute of Education, Bhubaneswar requested Prof. L. 
N. Mishra, Vice Chancellor, Utkal University and Chairman of the Management Committee to 


conduct the proceedings.

After a thorough discussion the minutes of the 41* meeting of the 
Management Committee were confirmed. 


To consider the action taken on the Minutes of the 41° Meeting of the 
Management Committee held on 6. 2. 2004. 


The Institute has been identified for installation of teleconferencing facilities. 
As soon as the technology is available, the facilities of teleconferencing shall 
be used for In-service teacher training. 


Regarding impact assessment of the programmes organized by Regional 
Institute of Education, Bhubaneswar on the quality of school education and 
teacher education it was decided in the SCC Meetings that the SCERT, Orissa 
in collaboration with RIE, Bhubaneswar will undertake the impact study. 


To receive the Report of the Activities of Regional Institute of Education, 
Bhubaneswar, in brief, for the year 2004 — 2005. 


Dr. M. K. Satapathy, Head, Department of Extension Education, presented the 
Course-wise and State-wise enrolment position for the year 2004 — 2005, for 
admission position of SC/ST candidates for the year 2004 — 2005 and the 
results of the University Examination held in May 2004. 


He also presented the programme-wise status report for 2004 — 2005 as on 
28. 2. 2005. Dr. Satapathy told that 45 programmes had been approved by the 
PAC of N.C.E.R.T., of which 24 have been completed, 10 programmes are 
likely to be completed by the end of March, 2005 and 1 programme was 
dropped. The Institute also helped in conducting one programme each of 
DESM, NCERT, New Delhi and PSSCIVE, Bhopal. The Regional Institute 
of Education, Bhubaneswar organized the Regional Seminar on National 
Curriculum Framework Review during January 28 — 29, 2005. 


The Director, S.C.E.R.T., West Bengal Dr. Rathindra Nath De suggested for 
re-introduction of the B. Sc. (Hons.) B. Ed. in the Regional Institute of 
Education to attract high achievers. Prof. P. K. Durani, Head, DESM, 
Regional Institute of Education, Bhubaneswar also endorsed the 
re-introduction of B. Sc. (Hons.) B. Ed., and M. Sc. Ed. courses in view of the

available infrastructure in the Institute. Mr. P. K. Mishra, Director's Nominee 
also stressed on the need for introduction of B. A. (Hons.) B. Ed. course. 


In answering the query of Dr. R. N. De, Director, SCERT, West Bengal 


regarding the suspension of the B. Sc. (Hons.) B. Ed. and B. A. (Hons.) B. Ed. 
courses, Mr. P. K. Mishra told that the students of these courses used to go for 
higher studies and found placement in fields other than teaching and the very 
purpose of preparing quality teachers was defeated. It was unanimously 
agreed to create a conducive climate for bringing about qualitative 
improvement in the teaching-learning process. 


The Principal observed that while the members have expressed their opinions 
he was of the view that the pre-service courses should reflect the needs of the 
schools in the region. 


To receive the report of the activities of D. M. School, Bhubaneswar for 
2004 — 2005. 


Mr. Akhileswar Mishra, Headmaster, D. M. School presented the Students 
strength for the year 2004 — 2005 and CBSE results of Classes X and XII for 
2004. He also presented the Students’ Achievement levels. He told that 14 
students of D. M. School, Bhubaneswar qualified for the Second level 
National Science Olympiad Examination held on 19. 2. 2005. Thirty five 
students participated in the INDEM meet held at RIE, Mysore from 27" to 


· 30" December, 2004 and bagged a number of prizes. The D. M. School and 


was declared Athletic Champion and got the overall first position in terms of 
points. 


Mr. A. Madhuwal of Class X was awarded NTS scholarship during the year 
2004. Special coaching is being imparted to achieve better results in future. 


Members also expressed their dissatisfaction over the poor percentage of 
results of +2 Humanities. Mr. Mishra, the Headmaster told it was due to 
admission of compartmental students of D. M. School in Arts stream as per 
the CBSE norms. 


Minutes of the State Coordination Committee(SCC) Meetings. 


The minutes of the State Level Coordination Committee Meetings of Regional 
Institute of Education, Bhubaneswar for the states of Orissa, West Bengal and 
A & N Islands, Bihar and Jharkhand were presented. The main purpose of the 
SCC meetings with the different departments of Education in the states of the 
region is to identify their training needs and prepare relevant programmes for 
inclusion in the list of PAC Programmes of RIE, Bhubaneswar.

Dr.(Mrs.) U. Konwar, OSD, NERIE, Shillong briefed the committee of the 
difficulties in organizing programmes in the North Eastern region.

All programmes submitted by NERIE, Shillong are being recommended for 
approval by the PAC. The request for allotting a higher budget for organizing 
programmes in the North-Eastern region has to be referred to the Chairman, 
PAC of NCERT because of the financial implications contained therein.

Prof. V. K. Sunwani Head, DESSH presented the programme proposals of 
Regional Institute of Education, Bhubaneswar. A total of 32 programme 
proposals were submitted of which 19 were Training, 7 for Development, 
1 for Orientation, 3 for Research, and 2 were Extension Programmes. 
Explaining the category of the programmes, he told that 25 were new 
programmes, 3 were On-going and 4 were Carried over programmes. A total 
of 31 programmes were recommended for consideration of the PAC of 
N.C.E.R.T.

At the outset, Prof. V.K.Sunwani, ИС Principal and Chairman of IAB welcomed 
the members. He expressed his sincere thanks to Prof. M.S.Khaparde, Head, PPMED, 
NCERT and other members especially from Bihar, West Bengal and Orissa for making it 
convenient to attend the meeting. As desired by the chairman, the members introduced 
themselves and thereafter, the agenda items were taken up. 


Prof. V.K.Sunwani, chairman of IAB, presented in brief the roles and functions of 
RIE, Bhubaneswar and later highlighted the pre-service and in-service programmes of 
the Institute. 


Prof. M.S.Khaparde, Head, PPMED, NCERT, first introduced to the members the 
various units of NCERT. He explained to the members the functions of Programme 
Advisory Committee (PAC) and the purpose of constituting the Institute Advisory 
Board (ТАВ). He informed that the main purpose of IAB was to review the programme 
proposals formulated by RIEs based on the educational needs of the states in the region 
and recommend the programmes to Management Committee of RIEs for consideration. 


Dr. T J.Vidyapati, Head, DEE, presented the status of РАС programmes of the 
Institute for the year 2005 — 2006. He informed that out of 40 PAC approved 
programmes, 30 programmes have been completed which amounted to 75% and the 
distribution of the programmes across the states/ region includes: Regional level 4; 
Northeastern region 9; Orissa 8; Jharkhand 5; A & N Islands 4; Bihar 3; and West Bengal 
2. – some programmes being common to two / three states. He expressed his regrets at 
dropping of 5 programmes either due to low turn out of participants or due to no 
response from the states and carrying over of 5 programmes at the request of state 
governments as they expressed their inability to depute participants during the current 
financial year. He informed the members the areas / topics in which the PAC 
programmes were organized and they include: Institutional Planning & management, 
Inclusive Education, Research Methodology, Effective Communication Skills, 
Classroom Transactional Strategies, Teaching of Social Sciences, English, Oriya, 
Mathematics, Biology and Science & Technology, Competency Based Teaching & 
Learning Work Oriented Education, Development of Life sketches of great 
personalities, Development of Training Package for Teaching of Social Science / English, 
Studies on relative effectiveness of pre-service secondary teacher training programmes, 
Working with Community, Study of dropout of girls at elementary level, Integration of 
values with teaching of science, Development of low cost science kit, Status study of 
science education in rural secondary schools, Physical education, Development of 
visual model on organization of teaching practice, Educational Technology, Classroom 


Management& Parental Participation in Education of children with special needs.He 
informed the board that apart from PAC approved programmes, the Institute had 
organized two programmes under SSA, three content-cum-pedagogy enrichment 
programmes for 100 teachers from model schools run by SC/ST Development 
Department of Govt. of Orissa and a 21 day refresher course for Lecturers and Sr. 
Lecturers at the request of Academic Staff College, Utkal University. 


Shri Akhileshwar Mishra, Headmaster of D.M.School, presented an overview of 
the activities of the school. He highlighted the CBSE results of class X and XII students 
for 2005. Apart from this, he briefed the board about the achievements of students in 
NTS, Science Olympiad and Cyber Olympiad. He also informed the house about the 
involvement of teachers Textbook writing and other activities of NCERT. Prof. 
Khaparde expressed his displeasure at the results of DM school and advised the 
Headmaster to initiate suitable steps to improve the performance of students in science 
subjects. He also requested the Headmaster to take appropriate steps to improve the 
students’ strength in commerce subject. 


Prof. S.C.Panda, I/C Head, DE and I/C Academic Section presented the details 
regarding enrolment of students in the Institute course-wise and state-wise for the year 
2005 – 2006 and the examination results of students for last year. Prof. Khaparde, 
explaining the importance of role of counselors in schools, suggested that the Institute 
may enhance students' intake in PGDGC course. Prof. Panda presented in brief the 
details of 13 programme proposals from Department of Education for 2006 – 2007. The 
areas / topics covered in those programmes include: EDUSAT in Curriculum 
Transaction, Disaster Management, Creative & Productive Work, Inclusive Education 
for Challenged group of learners, ICT pedagogy integration through teleconferencing, 
Research Methodology and Computer based Statistical Analysis, Working with 
Community, Training on ICT and Educational Research. Prof Khaparde suggested that 


the Institute may take up general orientation programmes to newly recruited SC/ST 
teachers. 


Prof. V.K.Sunwani as Head, DESSH presented the PAC programmes from 
DESSH for the, year 2006 - 2007. There were a total of 12 programmes related to 
training, development and extension catering to the educational needs of eastern states 
and also of UT A & N Islands. The areas / topics covered in those programmes include: 
Content-cum-pedagogy Enrichment in Teaching of English / Hindi / Social Science / 
Oriya / Geography at different levels, Competency based testing, Development of 
Human Values through Art Education and National Curriculum Framework 2005. 
Prof. Sunwani expressed his wish to organize one more programme at regional level 
involving all eastern states to orient state functionaries on NCF 2005. 
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Prof. P.K.Durani, Head, DESM presented the programmes proposed by DESM 
for the year 2006 — 2007. The major areas / topics covered in the programmes include: 
Development of handbooks / instructional materials in Science & Mathematics, 
Environmental Education, Women's Education and Empowerment, Value Education, 
Activity based teaching - learning of Science & Mathematics and Revision of the 
curriculum of four year integrated pre-service teacher education programme. 


Prof. Sunwani invited the external members to give their observations. 


Mrs. Amukta Mohapatra called upon the Institute to spell out the Vision of RIE, 
Bhubaneswar. She felt that the good work that was being done by the Institute should 
be properly disseminated among the concerned in the states of the region. 


Mrs. Shubra Chatterjee suggested that the Institute should take up some 
programmes to bridge the gap between 


* students with home support and students without home support 
* actual classroom realities and pre-service teacher education 


She expressed that the good work that was being done by NGOs to address the 
problems of school system be integrated in teacher education. 


Prof. Vinay Kanth felt that the quality of school education in general is low in 
most of the states and RIE should do something through its interventions by involving 
itself right from guiding the states in educational planning and policy matters. The RIE 
needs to give larger attention to community linkages in its programmes, he observed 


Prof. Khaparde observed that the dissemination is a major concern and he 
suggested that the RIE could address this problem by posting the summaries of reports 
on its website. Не suggested that the Institute may take up more collaborative projects 
with other units of NCERT and external board members. Prof. Khaparde observed that 
there should be more number of programmes exclusively for weaker sections of society. 
Since the four year integrated B.Sc.B.Ed. Syllabus is not revised, he suggested that the 
Institute may take up the revision work in the light of new recommendations of МСЕ 
2005 through PAC programme. He expressed the need to have one more IAB meeting, 
if possible, before SCC meetings. 


The meeting ended with vote of thanks to the chair and other members of IAB by 
Head, DEE.

At the outset, the convenor of the meeting Prof. Sunwani formally requested the 
Commissioner-cum-Secretary to chair the meeting and the Secretary readily agreed. Prof. 
Sunwani presented briefly the main Roles and Functions of the Regional Institute of Education, 
Bhubaneswar. He also highlighted the purpose of constituting the State Coordination Committee 
by NCERT. 

Prof. P.K.Durani, Head, DESM, gave a brief description of the programmes organized by 
the Institute during 2004 — 05 for the state of Orissa. He informed the members that four PAC 
programmes requested by the ST & SC Development Department could not be organized during 
that year due to non-deputation of participants by the department before the end of the financial 
year and hence they were carried over to the next financial year. 

Dr. T.J.Vidyapati, Head, DE, gave a brief account of the PAC programmes that were 
being organized by the Institute for 2005 — 06. He informed the members that there were thirteen 


PAC programmes to be organized for the state of Orissa during the current financial year and out 
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of them, two programmes had been completed and rest of the programmes were at different 
stages of completion. He also briefed the members about the three PAC programmes that were 
related to Pre-service Teacher Education organized at regional level, one state funded orientation 
programme for teachers of Mode! schools and three SSA activities which were to be conducted 
at the regional level. The chairman made queries about the details of some of the PAC 
programmes and the Institute's plan under SSA activities to which the Head, DEE replied. 

The Director, Primary Education requested the Institute to develop parameters for 
measurement of quality of inputs that are being given by the state to teachers under SSA. He also 
opined that the Monitoring and Evaluation Tools developed by NCERT were too lengthy with so 
many parameters and application of such tool in the field was becoming difficult. He expressed 
his satisfaction at the Monitoring tools developed by RIE, Mysore for the state of Karnataka and 
requested the Institute to develop similar tools for the state of Orissa also. 

The Director, ST and SC Development Department, requested the RIE to organize 
training programmes for key resource persons Ashram Schools at primary level in the areas of 
Mathematics, Science, English and MIL. 

The Academic Officer representing the BSE of Orissa requested the Institute to develop 
instructional materials (Teachers’ Handbooks) for class IX and X in the areas of Mathematics, 
Science, English and Social Studies. He also requested for Teacher Training Programmes in the 
areas of Agriculture, dairy / Pisci culture, Environment education, Population Education and 
Computer Education. 

The Regional Director, NCTE commended the work of RIE and desired that the 
highlights of each PAC programme completed may be presented to the members by the 
concerned coordinator prior to the SCC meeting. He suggested that a summary of cach PAC 
programme completed might be sent to the members for information. He also expressed the need 
for pre-school teacher education programmes in Orissa. 

In the end, Head, DE of the Institute requested the various departments to send their 
educational needs to SCERT so that the Institute could get the state educational needs from them 
in future. He wished that the faculty members from the state departments also be involved in 
SSA activities of the Institute. He thanked all the members for taking keen interest in attending 
the SCC meeting and giving their requirements.

Suggestions received from the members and Shri Sukhdev Singh were that

3. KRPs may also include teachers — an equitable distribution may be made consisting of 
teachers, teacher educators and DIET personnel keeping in mind their academic standards 
and attainments. Necessary relieving orders along with salary certificates be issued to 
them by the officers concerned. 

4. Jharkhand itself will organize similar in-service programs to which the RIE faculty 
will be invited as expert resource persons. 

5. If feasible, at least two programs in each subject are organized by the RIE for 
Jharkhand. 

6. Supervisors of RIE, Bhubaneswar who come for the internship in teaching program of 
their students be requested to extend their stay by at least 2 days so that they can orient 
the teachers of Jharkhand in their subject, and other areas of education, specially the NCF

Till such time as Jharkhand has a regular SCERT. a Cell may be formed which will 
identity potential resource persons. The level of training programs in Jharkhand is poor 
and it is hoped that this cell will look to improving it immediately. In the state's 
programs, participants should be given book grants so that they have holistic education.

Dr Sunwani 
replied that though we have English as our medium of instruction in these in-service 
programs, we will keep this in mind and will follow the bilingual method of teaching and 
interaction, which is generally done; from now onwards more intensively. 


Dr. VK Sunwani also said that future in-service programs would contain advocacy briefs 
of the NCF 2005 


Dr. Sukumar Das suggested that KRPs belonging to the discipline be sent for the subject 
specific program and not just anyone at random, say, a teacher another subject being sent 
for physics, as happened recently. 

Dr VK Sunwani, Professor, stressed that all programs for this year will be completed by 
end of March 2006. He expressed his concern over the poor response from the

can think about it some time in May. These programs have to be passed through the 
Managing Committee of the RIE, then through the PAC of the NCERT and we receive 
the final approval generally by May. Only then can we enlighten you about this. Further. 
we also have our own pre service programs, constraints and limited faculties, so we try to 
accommodate as many programs, not only of Jharkhand but of all the states and union 
territories of the eastern region, including the A & N islands.

Rapid advances in Information and Communication Technology (ICT) have created ample 
opportunities in the field of education. Mastering ICT skills and utilizing ICT towards creating 
an improved teaching and learning environment is of utmost importance to teachers in creating a 
new learning culture. Many teachers lack the knowledge and skills to effectively use ICT as a 
tool in facilitating learning in increasingly ICT-pervasive learning. There is a scope for 
improving the knowledge and skills needed to use ICT as an effective teaching-learning tool. 
There has been a movement away from the conventional solitary working methodology of 
teachers towards building multidisciplinary team of teachers, curriculum planners and ICT 
technicians, who together can provide the range of skills necessary for the preparation of quality 
IT — based teaching materials. 


In building the capacities of teachers and other facilitators, it is vital that an increased awareness 
of the impact of ICT on education and on teachers is developed, in addition to learning how to 
encourage positive perceptions of technology as an aid, rather than as a substitute. 


Pedagogy — Technology Integration plays a key role in improving the capacity of teachers for 
enhancing the quality of instruction. Keeping this in view, the present programme is proposed.
